Last night he told a crowd which 


filled the state arsenal at Sprinp- 
field. 111., that the campaign issue is 
whether America should adopt a 
form of state socialism, slate capi- 
talism, or "centralized government 
dominating the complete economic 
life of the people." 


"On that issue, by all of his acts, 


by all that he is doing, whether 
consciously or not," Willkie assert- 
ed, "the third term candidate is in 
favor of establishing such a system 
of government in the United States. 


"I sometimes really think that he 


is not conscious that that is what 
he is doing. And I will accept his 
spasmodic remarks from time to 
time in favor of another system as 
sincere. But sincere or not,- that is 
what his policies lead to." 


"Caa't Maintain Freedom" 


Willkie added that he himself is j 


"on the negative side of that ques- k 
tion because I know of no way to 
maintain freedom for the individ- i 
ual under such" a system."

In order to make America sur-

Sherman's services for the cause. 
The 


general answered

He covered the ground of principle, 


that is adherence to the constitution and 
rule by the majority, and also the ground 
of expediency, which had to do with the 
probabilities of success. 


The general had been trained in West 


Point He knew his history well. And 
he understood thoroughly the importance 
of the story of other nations upon the 
military affairs of his own. 


Sherman pointed out to the men from 


Louisiana that they never could win the 
war against the north. It wasn't a mere 
matter of numbers, for sometimes num- 
bers do not count. Nor was it a matter 
of principle since men in their anger 
and sometimes their stupidity are prone to 
scatter principles to the wind. 
It was 


solely a matter of industry. 
The north 


was industrialized. 
The south was not. 


And General Sherman wanted to know 
from the committee who waited upon him 
whether any one of them could ever find 
an instance on the twisted and tortured 
path of humanity where an industrialized 
nation had ever been defeated by one that 
was not.

How far have we jeopardized our own 


safety by giving away our industrial se- 
crets to others, by sending thousands of 
our engineers to building tip sodden Rus- 
sia, by shipping boatloads of millions of 
tons of our manufacturing machinery to 
ignorant and backward people who had 
little care for it for any peaceful purposes 
but only to arm and harm? 


As a twin of this illogical course let 


Wisconsin dairyists send a few hundred 
thousand more cows into the southern 
states to help their butter and

Rumania. How tight that spot is can be gathered 
if you remember that for years, under both Czar 
and Stalin, it has been Russia's policy never to 
let anyone but a weak Turkey control the Dar- 
danelles—for fear an enemy might come through 
to the Black Sea. 


But now—Germany already is on the shores 


of the Black Sea. Without even going through 
the Dardanelles the Nazis are ,in a strategic 
place to launch submarine attacks on Soviet 
shipping. In fact, submarines already are re- 
ported on railroad flat cars en route through 
Rumania. 


The Russians also are up against the fact that 


resistance against Hitler in Rumania means war 
all along their 1,700 miles of western border, 
from Finland and the Arctic to Bulgaria and 
the Black Sea. This far-flung line would be a 
tough job to defend against Hitler's war ma- 
chine, despite the size of the Red army. 


However, if Stalin does not resist, he faeces 


even greater danger next spring, when the Nazis 
will have consolidated their forces in Rumania, 
perhaps in Turkey, and all the Balkans. 


Reason for diplomatic glee is that both the 


U. S. State Department and the British Foreign 
Office have been flirting with Russia for months, 
trying to wean her away from the Axis. Sir 
Stafford Cripps, special British Ambassador in 
Moscow, could get nowhere, and it has only 
been within the last ten days that the state de- 
partment found the Russians in a genuinely to- 
operative frame of mind.

SAILOP. ON HORSEBACK 


That atmosphere of unreality which seems to 


pervade the most serious episodes of Balkan 
history was not lacking in Hungary's official ab- 
sorption of the ceded portion of Transylvania. 
The spectacle of the aged and able Regent 
Horthy (regent to a king who does not exist in 
Hungarian law), wearing an admiral's uniform 
and riding a white horse, has a fantastic quality 
that even the grim realities of central European 
politics cannot conceal. 


Taken by themselves, to be sure, the elements 


of Horthy's entry to Hungary's recovered do- 
minions make sense. The regency was a com- 
promise between the difficulty of reseating the 
rlapsburgs on their Hungarian throne and the 
strong traditionalist sentiment in Horthy's gov- 
ernment. The regent achieved real success in the 
unlikely field of the Austro-Hunganan navy, 
which was sufficient distinction to justify his 
iclding to the uniform of that unlucky service. 
The stability and wisdom of his regime form 
one of the few enduring landmarks of post-war 
lurope. The white horse, of course, is the stand- 
ard mount of successful chieftains, even though 
t may inspire the irreverent of a mechanized 
age to thoughts of Banbury Cross and the green 
lorse on which Prince Crucho was to ride to the 
hrone of Penguinia.

Now, the bid of -a 
new suit would hide, rather than 
reveal, that stretch and encourage 
South unduly. North's rebid should 
have been a simple three spades. 


South still was batting 1,000 per 


cent with his conventional four no 
trump call. North, holding two aces, 
was technically right in answering 
with five no trump, but in his posi- 
tion, and having made his two pre- 
vious bids, I would be inclined to 
"lie" a little at this point. With a 
void in hearts, I would fear that 
South was getting ready for a wild 
leap in that suit, and far from en- 
couraging him with a positive re- 
sponse, I would deliberately slow 
him up by "holding out" one ace. 
After North's actual five no trump 
response. South would have been a 
coward to bid less than a grand 
slam.

too hard to work, you should lay 
in a supply of potting soil for win- 
ter use.

Bar- 
rels, boxes and even burlap bags 
are suitable containers and the lo- 
cation should be one where the soil 
has no opportunity to freeze. 


II you do not have ideal soil to 


bring in, it is just as well to make 
some. An ideal soil is one fairly 
loose in texture, somewhat gritty, 
and one which will not form a tight 
sticky ball when compressed in the 
hands. Obviously, for this purpose, 
it should contain a large quantity 
of food. If the soil you can obtain 
easily docs not meet these require- 
ments, you may mix some. 


A good potting mixture is made 


from one part heavy clay loam, one 
part sharp gritty sand and another 
part of thoroughly decayed manure. 
To each bushel of this mixture, al- 
low one pound of bone meal. Mix 
the components thoroughly, 
then 


sift the mixture through a half-inch

SATURDAY TALK: 


In the midst of the Nazi bombing 


of London last Month, an English 
girl wrote me a letter. It gives a 
good idea of the feelings of every 
day people under the 
strain of 


bombing, so I shall publish it to- 
day. 


The letter was marked as hav- 


ing been opened and passed by a 
British censor. 
This is how it 


goes: 


"Dear Uncle Ray: 
"I expect you have heard of the 


terrible times we have been hav- 
ing. Every night we have air raids. 
We listen to bombs whistle through 
the air, wondering where they are 
going to land. 


"We have a large 
anti-aircraft 


gun only a few yards 
from our 


home, and every time it is fired it 
shakes the whole house. 


"Last Saturday afternoon we de- 


cided we would go to the pictures, 
Mummy and I. It 
was the first 


time we had gone for quite a while. 
We thought it would be better to 
go in the afternoon so as not to 
risk an air raid warning at night 


"We had been in 
the pictures 


about an hour when a warning was 
sounded. Ten or fifteen 
minutes 


later a bomb exploded just outside 
the wall of the cinema. The whole 
wall collapsed, but we were on the 
opposite side. A glass bulb smashed 
just beside me, and I narrowly es- 
caped being cut, but I was already 
on the floor, underneath seats with 
Mummy. 


"Strangely enough, I felt quite! 


calm at the moment. Unfortunate- 
ly I now feel the effects, and every 
time a door is slammed I jump. 


"It seems no good to move any- 


where, since 
everyone seems to| 


have had trouble. 
On, Uncle, if 


you could only see some of 
thej 


sights! Houses are down! People! 
are walking about homeless witbJ 
suitcases, and I would not be "at all j 
surprised if we were 
doing the! 


same soon. 
j 


"When the Germans make night! 


raids, the noise is terrific. Last j 
night we had to sit with pillows j 
and cushions over our 
heads to 


deaden the sound. 


"We are expecting an air raid j 


pretty soon now, which will make | 
the fourth today, so I will close' 
now. . . . The siren is just sound- 
ing! 
Daphne Dillon" 


That letter gives an idea of a 


part of the horror of modern, war. 
It makes me feel even more strong- 
ly the need to stop the rule of so- i 
called, "dictators" with the power: 
to plunge the world into bloodshed.! 
Many persons hope that after this 
war a plan for a world police force 
will be worked out.

of skills necessary to the defense 
program. For the fact that Indians 
have a dialect of their own has not 
been forgotten. 


Officials of the 
Indian Bureau 


say that 5n case of conflict with an- 
other country Indina dialects may 
be used for code purposes, as they 
were in the 
World war. They be- 


lieve it to be a "smart idea" for, as 
they state, "an enemy couldn't learn 
all the Indian dialects of this coun- 
try." 


During recent maneuvers in Vir- 


ginia, Indian dialects were used by 
one army with "great effectiveness," 
it is stated. 


The use of "Indian language" was 


first resorted to, it is said, when, 
during the World 
war, telephone 


wires in France were being tapped 
by the Germans. American Indians 
were then asked to transmit mili- 
tary orders in their own language 
The Germans, thinking some new 
code was being used, attempted in 
vain to decipher it.

Indian dialects might be employee 
as a written code, it is revealed, for
